Apparently the Czarina was re- 
sentful of the restrictions Nikolasha 
imposed upon the Czar's movements 


,at the front and wrote Nicky about 
it, for two days later he sent her 


this explanation: 
“You seem to think that Niko- 
lasha keeps me back for the pleas- 


ure of not allowing me to move and 


see the troops—but really it is not 
A fertnight ago, when he 
wrote me to come, he told me that 
then I might have easily visited three 
army corps, because they were 
massed together in the rear. Since 
then much has changed and they 
have all been sent to the front lines, 
which is true. I get the proof 
every morning during the report. 
Even Gen. Pau was not allowed to 
f° to Lomzha (my place). He went 
only throvgh Varsovie (Warsaw) to 
the Bzura and Ravka, where for the 
moment it is quiet.” 

The Russian armies had been 
smashing ahead against the Aus- 
trians in Galica and orm March 22 the 
great fortress of Przemysl fell and 
120,000 Austrians were made prisa- 
onersa. The effect of this news upon 
the Czar and the supreme  head- 
quarters is revealed by Nicky thus: 

“My own beloved Sunny: 

“How can I thank you enough for 
your two dear letters and for the 
lilies. I poke my nose into them and 
have often kissed them. I hope the 
Place which your sweet lips have 
touched. They stand night and day 
on my table; when the gentlemen 
pass my door I let them emell the 
flowers! God grant I shall be back 
on the eleventh, probably at 10 
o'clock tn the morning. What joy to 
be once more in one's nest.

Such are Justice Morschauser’s observations. 

And what to do? 

“In married life, grin and bear it. There must be no 
divorce,” Justice Morschauser bids you. 

“And the day will come when there will be none,” 
this wise Judge declares. “We said there never would 
be prohibition, but today we have it. 

“Il was once talking with a friend _of mine from 
Poughkeepsie. I told him that in 10 or 12 years pro- 
hibition would be a fact. He did not believe me. Yet 
just 12 years after I made my remark to him prohibi- 
tion was enforced. 

“Il am a Catholic, but I do not believe in the abolish- 
ment of divorce because of my religion alone. I be- 
lieve in it because of the experience which has been 
mine on the bench. 

“I believe that it will be abolished because I be- 
lieve in the Ame ican people. Divorce is a disgrace. 
It is the cancer eating its way into the life of the 
nation. When people realize this they will do away 
with it. 

“The American people do whatever they believe is 
right. They abolished slavery in the South because 
they saw its evils. They will do likewise with divorce. 
They will rise and stand firmly against it. 

“You would be surprised at the number of people 
who are already against divorce in this countr) Many 
Protestants as well as Catholics have already seen its 
evils. 

“The lives of the parents are spent but the chil- 
dren have their future all ahead of them. For their 
sakes. the parents should be made to live together and 
provide a home for them. A home where the father 
and mother do not agree is better for the « hildren than 
no home at al! 

“I am glad that public opinion has progressed in this 
respect, at least. There was a time when the man who 
was guilty of unfaithfulmess was not barred from so 
ciety because of his sin, whereas the woman Was. Peo- 


ple have awarened today to the fact that the man who 
sins is as guilty as the woman, and he is made to 
suffer as much as the woman 

“Many a married woman is a true heroine. Many a 
one suffers untold misery rather than find relief in 
the divorce courts. She does this for the sake of ber 
children. and especially for the sake of her daughter 
whose chances of marriage she believes a family di- 
vorce might jeopardize. I have known a woman to for- 
give her husband again and again for the sake of her 
children. 

“A woman has more pride than a man, and that pride 
often keeps her from the divorce courts. 

“And then, whatever happens, she always hopes 
She hopes again and again that her husband will 
return to her. That is one erpat reason why she stays 
with him 

“She will stand being Whipped or stand seeing her 
husband drunk nieht after night. The one thing that 
she cannot stand is his being unfaithful to her. That 
wounds her pride as nothing else, and she revolts. 
She cannot endure to see him flaunt another woman 
in her face. 

“In at least 75 per cent of the divorce cases, the fault 
is the man’s. And _in at least 5!) per cent of the cases, 
his reason for seeking a divorce is merely that he is 
tired of his wife 

“He loses his head, and his passions become in- 
flamed for some younger woman. He wishes to seek 
new associations 

“The law of compensation never fails, however. I 
have never known a second marriage made after di- 
vorce under such circumstances to be successful. One 
reason for this is that the younger woman whom the 
older man marries usually accepts him merely for 
mercenary reasons. 

“There is much talk of immorality and divorce scan- 
dals among the rich. It is true that they réceive 
much publicity in their affairs, but I have found that 
divorcee is actually not as prevalent among them as 
among people who are in what are called comfortable 
circumstances.” 

Asked if he did not think the abolishment of divorce 
might make for illegitimacy. as it is said to do in North 
Carolina, where there is no divorce, Justice Morschaus- 
er replied earnestl) 

“There is a Way to prevent that. The law can take 
its course with the guilty We punish cutthroats and 
highwaymen. We put them in jail. The same method 
can be resorted to to put a stop to illegitimacy.’ 

Asked what was the big factor for successful mar- 
riage, Justice Morschauser answered quickly: 

‘Tolerance and yet more tolerance. Tolerance and 
patience must be four in every married life if it is to 
be successful 

“Divorce on the grounds of incompatibility.” he 
added in as testy a tone as his kindly personality per- 
mitted, “divorce on the grounds of incompatibility— 
that is the height of absurdity Every man and every

Among the white men and women in Southern Rho- 
desia are many who are fascinated by the study of 
the native traditions of these wild Matabele and Ma- 
shena tribesmen. Since this instance of the sacrifice of 
a human being to assure rain came to light they have 
been making diligenf inquiries, with the result that 
there have been some startling revelations. One of 
these is that bDevond question of doubt there was a 
heavy rainfall within a few hours after the rnfertunate 
Mtegedi was burned at the stake. though for cao 

that time there tad been a withering drouth i 
nt Darwin recion. 

investigation showed that all the natives. including 
the Spartan father of the fmmolated youth. accepted 
this as a sign from heaven that the sacrifice of Mtezedi 
had received divine sanction and that the mysterious 
Rain Goddess and her fami liar spirits had been ap- 
peased 

In view. of this seeming sanction ftom on high there 
was all the greater resentment among the natives when 
it was learned that the British authorities. heedless of 
the judgment of the gods, would dare to sit in white 
mans judgment on the sacrifice and, worse than ail. 
would summon the Rain Goddess as a wilness 

required Many years of hard fichting by British 
soldiers tried and trne to conquer the savage natives 
of Matabeleland and Mashonaland. Even to this day 
they have not bowed to the yoke of ci: ilization. What 
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momentous consequences to the writing out. of that 
court subpena for the Rain Goddess, that mystic maid- 
en of Mount Darwin whom the eyes of only two living 
beings and one, dead one have looked upon. 

British residents in that queer land where the natives

The investi- 
vators learned that the worship of the Rain Goddess 
goes back about 20 years and they assume that to be 
approximately the age of the mysterious young woman 
whom the natives regard as the principal deity of the 
district. Mtegedi was a few years younger, say 17 or 
18, according to all accounts. 

It is known ‘that Chigango, the Rain Doctor, and a 
woman, known now to the natives only as “the mother 
of the goddess,” arrived in the Mount Darwin neigh- 
borhood about 20 years ago. Whence they came no 
man can tell. They built two rude huts on the moun- 
tains™fe, one for Chigango and one for the woman. 
Tradition is vague as to whether the woman had a 
daughter when she arrived. It is only known that 
not long after her arrival a thirdehut, better and more 
ornate than the others, was built @nd that Chigango, 
already known to the district as the Rain Doctor, 
spread the word among the natives that this third 
hut was the home and the shrine of the Rain Goddess, 
daughter of the woman who arrived with him, but rot, 
as he made very cTtear—not his daughter. 

Just when Mtegedi made his appearance on the scene 
is not clear. Those of the natives who will talk’ of 
the strange case—and these are mostly women—say 
they first saw the boy, Mtegedi, playing about the 
Chigango cabin when he was 3 or 4 years old and that 
Chigango at that time said the boy was his son and 
not, as he again made very clear—not the son of -the 
mother of the Rain Goddess. 

There was the setting. In the hut of Chiganggq a boy. 
[in that other more ornate hut was a girl. The years 
passed. Childhood—then youth. And youth has curi- 
osity and longings. As the boy approached man’s 
estate, or probably much earlier, he must have learmed 
that the mysterious hut housed a girl whom: he had 
never seen. In fact, as has been made a part of the 
‘ourt record, he was forbidden, under pain of death, to 
zo near that ornate little hut, and the reason had been 
made clear to him. The girl who lived in that hut was 
livine and not for men to see. She was the Rain God- 
dess. No mortal save Chigango and the mother of the 
roddess might look upon her and live. The wrath of 
heaven is for those who disobey the edict of the gods. 

But youth is rash. Youth is curious. Youth is hu- 
man. Often in the world’s history it has defied the 
zods. To Mtegedi the girl in that hut was just a girl 
and the mystery thrown about her by his father and 
her mother only intensified the urge which impelled 
him to see the mysterious and no doubt beautiful crea- 
ture who had been the phantasy of his dreanis. 

So, one summer night about a month ago—for it is 
summer there when it is winter here—Mtecedi cr@pt 
out of his father’s hut and made his way to the sacred 
and mysterious domicile of the Rain Goddess. . 

Was where a willing Juliet waiting for thie daring 
young Romeo? Perhaps the trial will discidse an 
answer to this question. Perhaps the secret died with 
Mtegedi as the flames devoured his slim young body 
there on the side of Mount*Darwin. Perchance the 
secret still lives. locked in the breast of the Rain God- 
less, but will she tell? 

Did that resistiess force which makes the world -co

Grim warriors with long spears. favorite 
weapons of the wild South African, gathered about the 
foot of Movnt Darwin and the tale of Mtegedi’s sacri- 
lege was told to them. He had dared to invade the 
Bacred presence of the Rain Goddess. That in itself 
Was an wnforeivable crime and there were circum- 
Stances which increased its heinousness in this in- 
stance. 

Most of Southern Rhodesia is a well-watered country, 
but the district around Mount Darwin has not been so 
favored of the gods. It had been many months since 
rain had fallen there. In that period every effort had 
been made to propitiate the deities that control the 
weather. The chief. reliance of the tribesmen was the 
Rain Goddess. They had been told again and again 
that the goddess must be propitiated, that she must be 
left undisturbed to work those magic spells which 
would surely bring rain. They were warned that. if 
any distraction interfered with the mystic incantations 
of the goddess, divine wrath would fall upon them and 
the crops of corn, cotton and tobacco, cultivated main- 
ly by the labor of the old men and women and children 
of the tribes, would be destroyed. 


The rash young Mteged! trad broken in upon the soll- 
tude of the Rain Goddess at the very time when she 
should have been left alone for her ministrations. 
That was the summit of his offending in the eyes of 
those grim counselors. His rash act might bring fam- 
ine and death upon the tribes. The great authority on 
traditions governing such contingencies was Chigango, 
the Rain Doctor. 

Had not Chigango told them often that he who in- 
vaded the sacred home of the Rain Goddess must die— 
that this alone would propitiate the deities and remove 
the divine curse that must inexorably follow such 
sacrilege? 

There at that grim connci] Chigango, a fanatic, as 
are all the religious leaders of the African tribesmen, 
was «.lled upon to choose between the gods and his 
own son. He could not deny or forswear the teachings 
which he had been so long spreading among the tribes- 
men. 

And so it was decreed that Mtegedi must die. It were 
best that the gods be appeased as quickly as possible 
and it was the finah judgment of that grim circle of 
tribesmen that it were well that the sacrifice of pro- 
pitiation be offered before the morning sun should 
shine upon the crest of Mount Darwin. At a word 
from a grim chieftain, faggot hunters were sent into 
the surrounding woods. A stake was reared and made 
fast on the mountaimside and Mtegedi, who had re- 
mained silent throughout the fearsome proceedings, 
offered no resistance when he was led to the stake 
and fastened to it while the faggot bearers hastened to 
pile’ brush about his feet 

The sacrifical fire was lighted and first the smoke 
and then the flames:‘enveloped Mtegedi. In a short 
time the rash invader of the tribal holy of holies was 
no more—and then, wonder of wonders, it rained 
heavily before the morning sun topped Mount Darwin.

Such are some of the details which have been gath- 
ered by the British officers of the law who have un- 
dertaken the difficult task of proving to the natives 
tha’ the white man’s court is a higher tribunal than a 
council of tribal warriors who dare to interpret the 
wishes of the gods. 

Thus farno white man has looked upon the face of 
the Rain Goddess. If she has a name other than 
this divine designatfon it is not known to the investi- 
gators. They believe, in fact, that the tribesmen have 
no other name for her. In the prosaic language of the 
subpena she is haled into court as “Jane Doe,” alias, 
the “Rain Goddess.” 

It has not been deemed expedient to attempt force in 
the serving of the subpena until all efforts at per- 
suasion have been exhausted. 

Latest reports bring up a grim picture of a constant- 
ly growing gathering of spear-carrying warriors in 
the neighborhood of the sacred hut of the goddess. 
That the native clans are being mobilized to defend 
the goddess there can be no doubt, according to re- 
ports which have reached England and have caused 
some concern to the Foreign Office and the staff of 
the Colonial Secretary 

British newspapers have not given great prominence 
to the strange case of human sacrifice in the African 
protectorate, as it is apparent that they have no desire 
to arouse popular fear of another of those many up- 
risin’es of the natives which bave bloodied the pages 
of South African history. 

Among the white population of Southern Rhodesia 
there is more concern than in the mother country. for 
the winners of South Africa, always in the minority, 
know the wrath of the natives when an effort is made

This New Piano Eliminates “Lost Mo- 
tion” in Playing 

NATIVE of Vevey. Switzerland, has invented @ 

piano which, the Scientific American in describ- 

ing it says, “takes the kinks out of playing.” 

His name is Emmanuel Moore, and his inetru- 

ment can be played in the ordinary way if so desired. 

The new piano has two keyboards, of which the 
lower is the familiar one of all instruments. Each key 
on the upper board sounds the octave of the corre- 
sponding key below; and by an octave-coupler at- 
tachment octaves «an be played, as on the organ. as 
single notes, while tenths are immediately reduced to 
thirds with an immense gain in facility. All the stunts 
requiring extreme manual dexterity, which make dif- 
ficult pieces difficult, are simplified to the obvious ex- 
tent of bringing eight keys near together, the notes 
that have to be struck simultaneously or in succession. 
Big spreading chords lie right under the hand: Dig 
jumps are cut to short ones, or become no more juinps 
at all: and cross-hand passages cease to exist. 

An interesting detail of the n2w construct‘cn is that 
the white keys of the lower board. for an ‘ncbh or so 
at their extreme base, are elevated to the same ‘evel 
as the black notes. This level at the same ‘time 8 
that of the upper board. By making the stroke at the 
junction point of the two keyboards a great mcnuy 
double effects are reduced to single ones. 

The coupling is strictly one-way: so omt® may: play 
octaves with one hand on the lower board with th- 
coupler depressed and at the same time strike singie 
notes, chords, etc., with the other hand on the upper 
board.
